Law Provides That Parent or 


Guardian Should Look 


After the Matter. 


Parents will please note the follow-

iotel the woman was taken sick and 
was hardly able to reach her room, 
when she was seized with convulsions.

Mr. Merritt is a man past middle

Humanity Is afflicted with some ex- 


ceedingly bad habits, one , of the] 
worst of which Is that of borrowing 
money in small sums. It Is as de- 
moralizing as intemperance. Indeed, 
It is often an accompaniment of that 
vice perhaps tho causa of It or per- 
haps the effect. 
A man who lacks 


business perception, who Is deficient 
In the matter of making adequate pro- 
vision for his needs, who does not 
calculate carefully, and who spends 
unwisely on luxuries, starts to raising 
funds by appealing to his friends. 
Tha lending of money Is one of the 
vital factors In business, which Is 
largely dona on credit But the lend- 
ing of money Individually, without se- 
curity, without Interest, just as a 
personal 
accommodation 
between 


friends is one of the most unbusi- 
nesslike and demoralizing of prac- 
tices. At first these loans are- repaid 
conscientiously, says the Washington 
Star. Then tho time goes by and the 
borrower Is slow about refunding. 
After a while h8 grows • accustomed 
lo asking, loses his shame, gets cal- 
lous to the thought of non-payment 
and thus drifts Into the habit of petty 
borrowing. Now It Is perhaps a quar- 
ter or a half dollar, or some other 
trifling sum that tho lender would be 
perfectly willing to give In a good 
cause to meet a real emergency, 
without hope of return. But there Is 
always the suspicion that the money 
Is not really needed, savo for some 
self-indulgence. 
Tho average man 


will hesitate about giving In this way 
when he feels that tho money Is go- 
Ing for drink, and that Is why or 
ganlzed charity has como to bo BO 
generally supported In these times.

I kney that Jean Balduc was from 


the

There 
Is a close-sitting air of the provinces 
on all those who come from there In- 
to New York. The smartest tailors, 
tho most Parisian modistes cannot dis- 
lodge It It Is the atmosphere ol his 
own lan,d minted Into the man, lying 
deeper than the cut of his coat.

United States was eastern shore of 
Jamaica, is the greatest banana port 
in the world. In 1911 it shipped more 
than 9,000,000 bunches 
of bananas, 


nearly all of which came to the Unit- 
ed States. 
Jamaica leads all other 


countries in the world In the produc- 
tion of bananas, and Port Antonio has 
the lead over all other .towns In Ja- 
maica, because the heavy rainfall in 
its neighborhood is favorable to the 
production of this fruit. During the 
busiest season—July, August and Sep- 
tember—eighteen to' twenty-one fruit 
ships leave Port Antonio every week 
for New York, Boston, /Philadelphia, 
Baltimore or Charleston.

almost impossible to, induce dairymen 
to study the methods culculated to 
produce the best results In breeding, 
writes L. J. Meredith in Iowa Home- 
stead. 
They cannot understand the 


great value that Is wrapped up in a 
good dairy sire. By weeding out all 
nnprofltable cows with the scales and- 
Babcock test and raising the best de- 
veloped heifer calves from the best 
producing cows we hare a reasonable 
assurance of success In building up a 
herd of economical producing cows. 
iWlth an Inferior, chance bred mongrel 
bull at the head of our herds we are 
certain of failure. 
By all means we 


should select a good Individual of well 
ascertained purity of breeding and a 
true type of the breed that he repre- 
sents. 
Before we start out in search 01 a 


snltable sire we should make a close 
examination of the best cows in our 
herds, noting their weak and good 
points, but more especially, the weak 
ones and resolve in our mind's eye to 
select the kind of bull that is needed 
to correct these 
weak points and 


strengthen the good ones. When we 
are equipped in our mind's eye with 
an idea of what we want wo may 
make a visit to some of the best breed- 
ers of the breed we want and keep go- 
ing until we find what we want 
Above all, we must not get "stuck" on 
some fine looking bull calf nnd make a 
compromise. 
Perseverance is sure to bring its re- 


ward. We will not only be able to see 
the bulls, but the sires and dams which

To use him -would 
mean plnlnly retrogression nnd ruin, 
for hero the principle of atavism nnd 
close Inbreeding would get in its work 
and tho size and form as well as tho 
inherited good qualities from the puro 
bred sire would be lost. 


Whenever the time comes when you 


can no longer use the pure bred sirs 
to advantage in your herd start out in 
search of another, nnd before leaving 
home make another close examination 
of your best cows nnd find out what 
variations have taken place and what 
type of n bull Is needed to carry out 
your Ideas of further improvement. 
Choose one of the same breed as the 
discarded bull and preferably one bred 
along the same lines. By strictly ad- 
hering to tills rule you will gradually 
be able to grade up your herd and not 
crossbreed, as is practiced by a large 
number of dairymen. 


Upgrading Is gradually bringing the 


herd up to the standard of pure bred 
cattle, while crossbreeding as com- 
monly practiced means nothing more 
than leaving some established road and 
driving oft into the wilderness. Grade 
cows will long continue to be at the 
head of the list as dairy producers. 
Thus there must bo a rigid weeding 
out of inferior cows, nnd great care 
must be exercised^in the selection of 
breeding bulls to use with tho grade 
cows. 


Hogs Neei Abundant Water. 


In most places water doesn't cost 


anything. It Is just as important in 
making a fat hog, however, as corn or 
alfalfa. Its cheapness has led us many 
times to overlook its value. The hog 
In a big thick bunch of fat and lean. 
He gets hot easily. He needs water to 
keep his body cool, to keep Ma blood 
thin, to aid In digesting his food and 
to prevent constipation. 


If corn came down from the sky 


aid we had to grow water our way of 
looking at the two would be reversed. 
If we can let our imaginations carry 
09 that far we will realize more fully 
the value of water. 


A good supply of pure water is a 


splendid disease preventive. If the 
hogs are required to quench, their 
thirst insufficiently In a mudhole their 
chance of escaping disease is on the 
face of it not as good as though they 
had free access to a liberal, unpollut- 
ed supply of fresh water. Especially 
during the hot summer months give 
the hogs all the fresh, pure water they 
•want, because it Is healthful, econom- 
ical and necessary.
